Hg great Ebullition ſometimes 
happens in the Blood , in what 
veſſels, and with what ſwift motion 
it is caſt about every where through 
the Body, and ifan Artery be opened 
how quickly, and with what force it 
breaks out, it hath been hitherto trea- 
ted of inthe foregoing Diſcourſe, by 
which it appears, how neceſſary ſome- 
times Blood-letting is, to diminiſh its 
Quantity, or to ſtop its Career, and 
how dangerous the —

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of it is, if it be performed by a rude 
and unskilful hand, poyora 

- For it often happening, .either by 
want of skill, or common practice, of 
Bleeding, (which makes the Mind fear- 
ful, and conſequently the Hand trem- 
bling and uncertain) that an Artery 
isopened, or a Nerve or Tendon cut or 
prick'd, whence follows Swellings, 
Pains, Inflammations, Gangrenes or 
Convulſions, which put the member 
indanger of being cut off, or render'd 
uſele(s, I thought it might not be be- 
yond the ſcope of my Treatiſe, if, . by 
way of Appendix, I ſhould ſhew by 
what means and Inſtrument any Vein 
might be ſafely and ſecurely opened, 
(if it ſwell upon a Ligature) though it 
have an Artery, Nerve or Tendon im- 
mediately under it. . a 

Foraſmuch therefore as neyex any 
harm happens in Blood-lettizg , unlels 
a Vein be prick'd through, gr ſhpping 
alide, the Lancer be put too deep. into 
the part, the Fabrick of this Zaxcet is 
ſuch, and ought to be fo pur into the 
Vein, as both may beeaſily prevented. 
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For the Lancet is ſo contrived, thar 
jt js not cutting on each ſide , unlek 
it be nearthe point , but. is ly 
blunt, and maderound on the lower 
fide, which is to be applied next to 
the skinzahat it may more eaſily flide 
overit, aytt appears by the following

cet ends, the reſt of the under part 
being poliſh'd round, and thick, 
(but not made thicker than the 
npper plain part) that it may 
not grate or tear the skin (upon 
which it muſt be applied) by ns 
compreſſion.

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Which figure of the Laxcet differs 
nothing from a common ordinary La#- 
ter, but that the under edge of ic is 
blunted almoſt to the Sint, 

The way of uſing it is only this, 
that the Member being tied, and the 
Vein ſwelling , the Zazcet mult be 
—_ as necr to it as poſſible, but ſo 
that the Zaxcet may be depreſs'd as 
much as may be , then the Point of it 
being direted upwards , it mult be 
gently;-and by an oblique tranſverſe 
Inciſion be put into the Vein : which 
if ſodirected, neither can the Vein a- 
void the point of the Zaxcet, or the 
parts underneath be any way offended. 
Which way of Blood-letting, as it is 
moſt eafie, {o it will. never prove un- 
happy to any one, though but meanly 
Skilful. 

And though Ido not write this to 
Phyſicians and Chirurgeons, who are ex- 
pert, and frequently exerciſed in blee- 
ding, yet having ſeen many peoples 
health and life endangered, either by 
ill Blood-letting, or becauſe a good 
Chirurgeon coyld not timely be called

in by Phyſiciaxs, who moſt commonly 
forbear the Practice of it, therefore I 
have deviſed this figure of a Zaxcet,

chef of the maſt Illuſtrious Heroe , 
UMaurice , Prince of Orange, ec. 
wherein not onely Medicines and In- 
uments, but alſo Zinnen, Rowlers, and 
other Neceſlaries were prepared, and 
diſpoſed all in order in a Room, but 
; not 
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not as then put into the Cheſts, which 
were fitly contrived for that purpoſe, 
becauſe that the Garriſox-Soldiers 
might be ſupplied. with what they 
needed for their healths, and alſo that 
the Medicines that were wanting or 


decayed, might be forthwith renewed: 


an evident ſign, and great demonſtra- 
tion of the Piety , Prudence, and 
Care of this Prince towards his Sol- 
diers. This Cheft, 4s often as neceſſi- 
ty required, march'd with the Camp, 
and in the greateſt arid moſt dinge- 
yous occaſions the Soldiers wete for 
the preſent ſucooured-, and aſfiſted 
fromit. Then afterwards they were 
carried tothe next Cities, where t 
were taken care of by Phyſicians and 
Chirurgeons, appointed and paid b 
the States: and if by charice any So 
dier loſt a Limb, or was lame, he- was 
relieved, and had an Annual Penfion 
from the States. .

Therefore that Gexerals may under- 
ſnd whatthings are moſt

Roots, Herbs, Flowers, and Seeds are 
likewiſe to be kept 1n bags of Leather 
or Linnen, and to be fo diſtributed, 
that in the firſt Clafſis the &oozs, ſecond 
Herbs, &+c. 

Oyls, and common Balſams, in Glals- 
bottles, with ſcrewed Pewter-heads , 
but the pretious Chymical Oyls, as of 
Cinnamon, Cloves, Mates, Nutmegs, &c.

A Metals, and [ubterrantoms \M edica- 
ments, aSVitriot, CAllum , Letharee , 
Bole, &c. as alſo Meals,muſt be putin- 
to Leather-bags: but prepared Tie, 
Seif album , Oftiocolla , and the like, 
which are to be uſed in Collirinms., or 
given inwardly, are to be wrapt upin 
Paper, and put into Leather-bags, and 
plac'd amongſt the Cordials. Let all 
the Bags be tied cloſe, ' and written 
upon in great letters, to prevent con- 
fuſion. 

- CArſnick, Orpiment , crude Mercury, 
ſublimate, precipitate, cauſtick, Minium 
Treches , Spirit of Vitriol, CAqua fortis, 
and the like: corroſive Medicines, are 
not to beplac'd inthe Cheft, leſt the 
Glaſs, or what other things they are 

con- 
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contained in, break, and fo ſpoil and 
prejudice the other Medicines , and 
' withall endanger the lives of the ſick , 
therefore to prevent this , itis more 
convenient to keep themin ſome Box 
or Cheſt apatt by themſelyes. 

The Inſtruments areto be preſery'd 
in this manner. Thoſe that are for cer- 
ting, and edged, as Reſors, Sciſſors, Inci- 
fon-Kntves, &. are to be kept in Caſes, 
the reſt are wrapt in Paper, or rather 
in Flannel.

in his Pocket, theſe ought to be made

ſtance. I- never viſited my Patients 
without a Box of Inſtruments in my 
Pocket, inthe which were contained 
the following:

Four Lancets to bleed withall. 

A crooked Knife to open Apoſtems, 

A Fleeme, to divide the Gums in 
the Tooth-ach.

Needles, to ſtitch up great Wounds, 
which are to be of different Sizes,ſome 
great, others ſmall, exc. 

A /titching Quill, which is uſed in 
ſtitching Wounds : it-ought to be of 
that length, as to contain the Needles 
within its hollowneſs. Wounds of the 
fleſhy parts only are to be ſticht, ner- 
vous parts in no wiſe. In wounds of 
theface I never uſe Needle, but that

I had all theſe Inſtruments, and ma- 
ny more, made 'me by a skiltul' Artiſt 
in Silver, which I uſed only 'within 
the Town, Patients being lels afraid 
of them than of Iron : but at Sea and 
at Camps it is-not ſo ſafe for a Chirur- 
geon to have them of Silver, therefore 
they may be very conveniently made 
of Iron or Steel, except the Probes, 
which ought to be made of Lead,Cop- 
per, or Latin. 

Theſe Inſtruments a Chirurgeon 
ought always to have about him, as al- 
ſo a Salvatory with fix diviſions, 
| which 
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which ought to be furniſh'd x. with 
unguentium Baſilicon, 2. with ung. Aure- 
a, 3» 4 oftolorum, 4. Nutritum, 5, Al- 
bum TW the 6. with Rubrum Exſicca- 
tivum, Or de Minio: it ought to be 
made of Horn, or ſome ſolid wood, as 
Ebony, Guaiacum, or Box, for Un- 
guents are better preſerved in wood, 
thanin'Silver, Copper, &c. It isalſo 
requiſite that he hath about him in a 
Pewter Bottle ſome oyl of Roſes, to a- 
noint any wounded part,iteaſeth pain, 
&c.as allo another pot with a bang

which a Chirurgeon ought to wear 
about him ; now follow the others.
